Be it enacted btj the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. The sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000), -or
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated
out of the general revenue fund to confirm the promises of
the State to such persons for the year one thousand eight
hundred and seventj-.sis (1876), as have complied with an act
entitled "An. act to encourage the planting and growing of
trees, shrubs, &c.," approved February twenty (20), one thou-
sand eight hundred and seventy-three (1873).

SEC. 2, This act shall take effect and be in force from and'
after its passage.
